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Quincy Access T'V’s Bette Campbell Retiring — 


Longtime Executive Director 
Stepping Down After 22 Years

Bette Campbell, _ the 
longtime executive director 
at Quincy Access Televi- 
sion, will mark two mile- 
stones on Friday. Campbell 
will celebrate her 70th birth- 
day and also her retirement 
from the position she has 
held the last 22 years. 

“I’m going to be 70 years 
old. I want to have some 
time in my life that I’m 
kind of free,” she said in a 
recent interview. “I’ve been 
working a long time and I 
just want to have some time 
when I’m healthy enough to 
enjoy life. 

“I thought it would be 
appropriate — ending one 
part of my life and starting 
a new part.” 

Campbell has been 
QATV’s executive direc- 
tor since the public access 
channel first went on air in 
June 1997. Prior to that she 
worked for Continental Ca- 
blevision, Quincy’s previ- 
ous cable provider, before 
the city switched to the pub- 
lic access model. 

Today, QATV is available 
to every Comcast subscriber 
in Quincy; between 30,000 
and 33,000 households and 


businesses in the city cur- 
rently have Comcast. Some 
of channel’s programming 
and podcasts are also avail- 
able online at qatv.org. 

“We’re sort of like a 
lending library, a school and 
a TV production house,” 
Campbell said of QATV. 
“We teach people how t6 
communicate their ideas 
and their thoughts over the 
electronic medium of the ca- 
ble company. We lend them 
the equipment to do it. and 
we give them the air time to 
get whatever it is they want 
to do out there.” 

QATV now has a staff 
of seven employees and 40 
regular volunteers, Camp- 
bell said, plus another 60 or 
so occasional volunteers. It 
is located inside a two-story 
office, which includes two 
production studios, built as 
part of the 2001 addition to 
the Thomas Crane Public Li- 
brary on Washington Street. 
A separate production room 
is located inside City Hall, 
where QATV broadcasts 
City Council meetings. 

Twenty-two years ago, 
when QATV first went on 
air, Campbell and Chris Pot- 
ter, now the organization’s

operations manager, ran the 
channel from the Koch Park 
and Recreation Complex. 
“The two of us, we had 
two cameras and two decks, 
and we were in the broom 


closet...for the first four 
years we were there at the 
Park and Recreation office. 
That’s kind of a joke now 
but it’s true, we were in a 
closet,” Campbell recalled. 


“Obviously, we’ve 
grown tremendously since 
those very early days. It was 
hard to develop what we’ve 
become in those very early 
days because it didn’t look 
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very professional.” 

“When we came here, we 
really started to get going 
here and we needed more 
help,” she added, referring

Residents who live near

voted previously to have 
the Planning Board review 
any proposal for the hospital 


property. 


The board did not vote on 


the proposal at.the May 22 
meeting. The public hearing 
was continued until July 17. 


FoxRock went before 


the Planning Board in Oc- 
tober with a plan to build 
598. apartments on _ site, 
which would have been lo- 
cated in 36 row houses, 17 
townhouses and four six- 
story apartment buildings. 
The company nixed those 
plans after the Planning 
Board hearing and brought 
in a new architectural firm 
to draw up a different pro- 
posal.

what the concerns were,” 
Robert Harnais, FoxRock’s 
attorney, told the board. 
“*FoxRock went out and 
hired a whole new team.” 
The new proposal in- 
cludes 490 apartments, in- 


cluding 90 units for tenants 
age 55 and over, located in 
six buildings. The build- 
ings would range in height 
from three to five stories, 
with one six-story build- 
ing toward the center of the

Scenes From Yesterday 
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HENRY FINK, a Quincy photographer, published this 
1920 postcard of Quincy Square. The view is from in 
front of the James R. McIntyre Government Center (old 
City Hall) looking along the fence of the historic Hancock 
Cemetery. John Adams was among a group of citizens 
who in 1809 bought this cemetery and donated it to the 
town. His ancestors had been buried there since early 
in the 17th century. The iron fence was installed in the 
1840s. In the distance can be seen the marquis of the old 
Alhambra Theater. The church steeple was on the old 
Bethany Congregational Church that was replaced in 


1929 by the Granite Trust Building, now home to a Bank 
of America branch. The building on the right is today 
1359 Hancock St., home to a barbershop, cell phone 
store and other businesses. The poster just visible on the 
right was for the Brockton Fair. The building on the left 
is the Adams Building and partially visible also is the 
old Quincy Savings Bank building, where The Quincy 
Sun is located. Note the angled parking for cars along 
Hancock Street; today this area is the south end of the 


Hancock-Adams Common.

Sheets Seeks 
Anti-Litter Ordinance 


Pedestrians littering on public property and private prop- 
erty owners who don’t keep their premises free of litter 
would be subject to a $25 fine under an ordinance proposed 
by Mayor James A. Sheets. 

Sheets announced his administration is drafting a ticket- 
ing ordinance for litter. The mayor, who is using a Cam- 
bridge litter ordinance as a model, said he hopes to intro- 
duce such an ordinance: at the June 4 meeting of the City 
Council. 

The ordinance would need City Council approval before 
it is enacted. 

METER FEEDING CRACKDOWN 

Motorists who think they have out-maneuvered city me- 
ter maids by feeding the meters in Quincy Square should 
think again. 

Beginning this week the Department of Traffic and Park- 
ing will step up its enforcement of the exceeding meter vio- 
lation, the so-called “meter feeding” in the Quincy Center 
business district, said Traffic Engineer David Kinnecom. 

The city ordinance provides a one-hour time limit on all 
metered spaces on Hancock Street in the Quincy Square 
area between 8 a.m. and 6 p.m. The one-hour limit applies 
even if additional coins are inserted to extend the time on 
the meter to avoid expiration. 

Violators may be ticketed under Code 21 “Exceeding 
Meter Ordinance.” The fine for this violation is $55 and vio- 
lators may be ticketed more than once per day. 

According to Kinnecom, the purpose of the ordinance is 
to ensure there is a regular turnover of parking spaces for 
customers and patrons of businesses in the Square.

Clam chowder is a family favorite but 
many of us do not digest the dairy well at 
all....feeling bloated and yucky after.

Low back pain affects 
approximately 80 percent 
of adults at some point in 
their lifetimes. Males and 
females are equally affected 
by low back pain, which can 
span in intensity from a dull, 
constant ache to a sudden, 
sharp twinge that can leave 
a person incapacitated. 

The onset of pain can be 
sudden as‘a result of an ac- 
cident or by lifting a heavy 
object, or it can develop pro- 
gressively over time due to 
age-related alterations of the 
spine. Sedentary lifestyles 
can also be the basis for low 
back pain, particularly when 
an everyday routine of get- 
ting too little exercise is in- 
terrupted by vigorous week- 
end workout. 

Most low back pain is 
acute or short term, and 
lasts a few days to several 
weeks. It typically tends to 
resolve on its own with self- 
care, with no residual loss 
of function. The majority of 
acute low back pain appears 
to be mechanical in nature, 
suggesting that there is a 
disruption in the manner in 
which the components of the 
back fit together and move. 
Subacute low back pain is 


defined as pain that lasts be- 
tween 4 and 12 weeks. 

Chronic back pain is de- 
fined as pain that persists for 
12 weeks or longer, even 
after an initial injury or un- 
derlying cause of acute low 
back pain has been treated. 

The lower back, where 
the majority of back pain 
occurs, includes the five 
vertebrae referred to as L1- 
LS in the lumbar region. 
This area supports a consid- 
erable amount of the weight 
of the upper body. The spac- 
es between the vertebrae are 
sustained by round, rubbery 
cushions called interverte- 
bral discs that function like 
shock absorbers through- 
out the spinal column to 
shield the bones as the body 
moves. Bands of tissue 
known as ligaments hold 
the vertebrae in place, and 
tendons attach the muscles 
to the spinal column. The 
spinal cord is the root of 31 
pairs of nerves that control 
body movements and 

A substantial amount of 
low back pain tends to be 
mechanical in nature. In 
numerous cases, low back 
pain is correlated with spon- 
dylosis, a medical term that 
refers to the general degen- 
eration of the spine as a re- 
sult of the normal wear and 


tear that occurs in the joints, 
discs, and bones of the spine 
as, people age. Common 
examples of low back pain 
secondaty to a mechanical 
cause include: sprains and 
strains, intervertebral disc 
degeneration, herniated or 
ruptured discs, radiculopa- 


thy, sciatica, spondylolis-— 


thesis, traumatic injury, 
spinal stenosis and skeletal 
irregularities. 

Low back pain is rarely 
related to serious underlying 
conditions, but when these 
conditions do transpire, they 
require immediate medical 
attention. Serious underly- 
ing disorders include: infec- 
tions, tumors, abdominal 
aortic aneurysms and kid- 
ney stones. Other underly- 
ing conditions that predis- 
pose people to low back 
pain include: inflammatory 
diseases of the joints, osteo- 
poresis, endometriosis and 
fibromyalgia. 

Besides underlying‘ dis- 
eases, particular other risk 
factors may increase a per- 
son’s risk for developing 
low back pain, including: 
age, fitness level, pregnan- 
cy, weight gain, genetics, 
occupational risk factors 
and overloaded backpacks 
in children.

transcutaneous __ electrical 
nerve stimulation (TENS). 
When other therapies fail to 
alleviate the problem; sur- 
gery may be considered an 
option. 

Repetitive episodes of 
back pain resulting from 
improper body mechanics is 
often preventable by avoid- 
ing movements that jar or 
strain the back, maintaining 
proper posture, and lifting 
objects correctly. Using er- 
gonomically designed fur- 
niture and equipment to pro- 
tect the body from injury at 
home and in the workplace 
may be helpful in diminish- 
ing the risk of back injury. 
Other tips include: 

¢ Always stretch before 
exercise or other strenuous 
physical activity. 

¢ Don’t slouch when 
standing or sitting. When 
standing, keep your weight 
balanced on both feet. 

¢ At home or work, make 
sure work surfaces are at a 
comfortable height. 

¢ Sit in a chair with good 
lumbar. support and proper 
position and height for the 
task. During prolonged pe-

riods of sitting, elevate feet 
on a low stool or-.a stack of 
books. 

¢ Wear comfortable, low- 
heeled shoes. 

¢ Always sleep on a firm 
surface. 

¢ Lift from the knees, pull 
the stomach muscles in, and 
keep the head down and in 
line with a straight back. 
When lifting, keep objects 
close to the body. Do not 
twist when lifting. 

¢ Maintain proper nutri- 
tion and diet to reduce and 
prevent excessive weight 
gain. 

* Quit smoking.

‘The Winter Sister’ By Megan Collins

I once read a book about 
sisters. As one of four girls 
I was excited to take a look 
into the dynamics of another 
female dominated family.

Worker Received 
Overpayment Notice 
From Social Security

Dear Rusty: I have a problem with Social Security. They 
told me if I went over the annual earned income limit they 
would withhold $1 for every $2 I went over. But they did 
not tell me about the monthly rule for the first year of re- 
tirement and now they want $13,000. I am a part time bus 
driver with irregular hours and cannot afford this. Can you 
help? Signed: Feeling Wronged by SS 

Dear Feeling Wronged: The so-called “first year rule” 
is one-which surprises many who claim benefits early and 
continue to work. That rule says that if your monthly in- 
come, in your first year after your benefits start, exceeds 
a certain limit ($1470 in 2019), you are not entitled to SS 
benefits for that month. In your specific situation there are 
two things in play that I suggest you focus on. 

First, you should immediately request a repayment plan 
on the grounds that you cannot afford to repay the entire 
amount right away and that forfeiting your benefits until the 
$13,000 is repaid will result in a hardship for you. Although 
the Overpayment Notice you received asked you to refund 
the money within 30 days, it also suggested repayment op- 
tions if you cannot afford to do so. I recommenid you contact 
Social Security immediately to arrange a repayment plan, 
which is affordable for you. You can do this by submitting 
form SSA-632, which you can find at this link: www.ssa. 
gov/forms/ssa-632.pdf . Be aware that if you don’t get a 
favorable initial response from your first contact with So- 
cial Security, you have the right to appeal at several levels, 
including a review of your case by an independent Admin- 
istrative Law Judge. But please note that it might take up 
to 60 days for Social Security to complete your repayment 
plan request. If you do not get action within that timeframe 
you should contact them again to-determine your status. 

Next, I suggest that, since Social Security informed you 
of the annual -limit but neglected to inform you of the rule 
which limits your monthly income in your first year of early 
retirement, you may also have grounds to request a waiver 
of the entire overpayment. Social Security’s own rules state 
that if your overpayment was caused by misinformation 
received from Social Security, you may be found “without 
fault” for any overpayment in your first year of early re- 
tirement. You may even want to download Social Security’s 
own rules on this topic at this link: https://secure.ssa.gov/ 
poms.nsf/Inx/0202250061 . The onus will be on you to prove 
that the overpayment occurred as a result of misinformation 
supplied by Social Security, and you will need the name of 
the person(s) who supplied the incorrect information as well 
as the date and time. And as with all contact you have with 
the Social Security Administration, you should keep a com- 
plete written record of each transaction. In resolving this 
issue, you can and should use the appeals process if neces- 
sary, and you may even want to consider asking your local . 
Congressional Representative to intercede on your behalf.

Commissioners Of Natural Resources, DPW 
Speak At Town Hall Forum At Wollaston School

Quincy’s new commis- 
sioner of natural resources 
said substantial changes 
are being made within the 
forestry branch of his de- 
partment as it manages the 
20,000 street trees in the 
city. . 

Commissioner of Natural 


Resources David Murphy ” 


and Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works Al Grazioso both 
spoke at a May 15 town hall 
forum inside the. Wollaston 
School, attended: by. about 
50 residents. Murphy fo- 
cused on operations within 
his forestry division, while 
Grazioso and other DPW 
officials fielded questions 
about street repair and snow 
removal. 

The meeting was the sec- 
ond ofits kind organized by 
Ward 3 Councillor Ian Cain, 
who said he wants residents 
to have a chance to speak di- 


rectly with the city’s depart-- 


ment heads. 
“They do a_ton of work 
_for us on: a daily basis, so I 


” ‘Want then to; highlight that 


themselves, Cain said. 

-Mayor’Thomas Koch 
 ‘nained Murphy the. commis- 
siofier of' natural resources 
in: February, after the coun- 
cil approved Koch’s request 
to merge the“Park and Rec- 
redtion Departments togeth- 
_er. The new Department of 
Natural Resources includes 
five divisions: cemetery, 
conservation, forestry, parks 
and recreation. 

Murphy, who was for- 
merly the town manager 
in Randolph, told those in 
attendance at the May 15 
meeting that forestry had 
been a blind spot within the 
department. 

“One of the aspects, that 
I think the councillor wants 
to talk about tonight is the 
forestry aspect, which, quite 
frankly, as I’ve come into 
the office, I’ve: learned is

one of the real blind spots 
of the department,” Murphy 
said. ““We’re making some 
substantial changes to how 
we do business.” 

He noted the City Coun- 
cil in December 2018 ap- 
proved Koch’s request 
to spend $244,000 to re- 
move 300: hazardous. trees 
throughout the city. Murphy 
said residents who called the 
city to report a potentially 
hazardous tree were previ- 
ously told they were on a list 
for: tree removal; the goal is 
to clear that list. . 

“My goal is to eradicate 
that answer being’ given 
when someone calls,” Mur- 


phy said. “We've addressed ¢ 


many of the very large trees 
that...needed addressing for 
more than 12 months.” 

Murphy said the street 
trees are vital asset in the 
city that require proper man- 
agement. 


“What we hope to do is” 


actually manage our urban 
forest. One of the things that 
actually excited me‘ about 
coming back to:Quincy and 


taking this job is the mayor 


had a very different vision 
for what :this could be,” he 
said. 

“Our street trees — there 


‘are about 20,000 street trees 
in the city — aré a critical as- . 
set not only to our local en- 


vironment but the quality of 
our neighborhoods as well, 
so we're going to do our 
best to maintain those trees 
as best we can.” 

Many of the trees that 
are removed because they 
are deemed hazardous 
will be replaced, Murphy 
said; Koch has included a 
$300,000 line item for tree 
planting in his proposed for 
the fiscal year starting July 
1, which the City Council is 
now reviewing. 

“The goal is to replace 
a lot of these trees. We call 
them hazard trees, but re-

ally these are trees that have 
been in our neighborhoods 
for 30, 40 years that had to 
come down for a variety of 
reasons,” Murphy said. 

“We do have a responsi- 
bility to replace those trees 
and when you replace a 
40-year-old tree with a new 
tree, you’re not replacing 
that shade canopy, so we ac- 
tually have to do more work 
on the planting side to make 
sure we’re replacing the tree 
canopy.” 

Some of the residents 
present ‘at the meeting said 
the ‘trees on their - streets 
have begun causing side- 
walks to buckle. Murphy 
said the city will be more 
strategic when planting trees 
to avoid creating problems 
with sidewalks and roads, 
underground infrastructure 
and power lines above. 

“One of the downsides 
of having 20,000 street trees 
is these trees are planted in 
typically a two- to three-foot 
planting berm that inevita- 
bly, depending on’ the spe-

Murphy said the DCR pro- 
gram only applies to certain 
areas of the city, including 
portions of North Quincy 
and Wollaston. The city, he 
added, is considering a simi- 
lar program to plant trees in 
residents’ front yards.

“We’re sustaining very high 
quality class sizes.” 

The proposal calls for 
adding a fulltime and a part- 
time classroom teacher, a 
part-time art teacher, a part- 
time music teacher, four 
fulltime special education 
teachers, a fulltime English 
Language Learner teacher, 
and a part-time occupational 
therapist. 

Also, the budget increase 
would fund an additional 
fulltime guidance counsel- 
or, two full-time nurses, 21 
full-time special education 
aides, a full-time assess- 
ment coordinator, homeless 
coordinator, three full-time 
and one part-time central 
registration aides, and a full- 
time custodian for the new 
South-West Middle School. 
There is additional funding 
for English Language trans- 
lators .and tutors, special 
education tutors, and after- 
school activities. 

The. superintendent ex- 
plained that the budget in- 
crease sustains “high qual- 
ity class sizes” and increases 
academic, art, and music 


programs, and support for 
English: Language and spe- 
cial education. Additionally, 
there are proposed increases 
for career education offer- 
ings particularly at North 
Quincy High School and the 
middle school level’s “Lead 
the Way” program. 

Some grants have been 
reduced that funded several 
positions including nurses, 
the homeless coordinator 
and Quincy Evening. High 
School. 

“These grants were re- 
duced to a point where 
we could not afford them 
within our budget,” DeCris- 
tofaro said, explaining that 
Mayor Thomas Koch and 
the school committee sup- 
ported additional funding to 
make up for the loss of the 
grants, sustaining the posi- 
tions and Quincy Evening 
High School programs. 

“The mayor and school 
committee saw to it how im- 
portant these grants and pro- 
grams are to our students, 
staff and families and came 
through with funding,” he 
said. 

A proposed new position 
is an assessment coordina- 
tor that has been touted by 
the Citywide PTO, Quincy 
Parents Advisory Council 
and the Quincy Education 
Association as well as the 
school committee. This po- 
sition would track, analyze 


_and prepare reports on stu- 
dent assessments and relat- 


ed data. 
The superintendent said 
that some line items are 


‘being increased for the up- 


coming school year “that we 
haven’t been able to in the 
past.” These include library 


books and the Quincy His- 


torical Society program for 
grades three and four as well 
as special education equip- 
ment, transportation, and 
translation services... 

Also, proposed is pur- 
chasing three buses to en- 


hance student transporta-— 
tion. The funding will come 


from the city’s capital plan. 
The funding for the bud- 
get comes from Koch’s 


$110.2 million appropria- 
tion and from a projected 
$5.2 million from the state 
Circuit Breaker fund. Koch 
is providing an additional 
$5.3 million, or 5.10 per- 
cent hike for the upcom- 
ing year in city monies for 
the schools in the proposed 
budget while the district -is 
expecting a loss of about 
$50,000 in Circuit Breaker 
funding in the upcoming 
year. 

Mullaney explained that 
the budget increase is being 
offset by some savings in 
retirements of 14 staff mem- 
bers at about $42,000 each. 

“We’re anticipating a 
savings of $588,000 in re- 
tirements,” he said. 

Mullaney said the retire- 
ment savings, combined 
with the Circuit - Breaker 
funds and the city appro- 
priation “gives us nearly $2 
million to build our budget.” 

DeCristofaro said that the 
school system’s educational 
funding and net school per 
pupil spending “are all up 


‘again this year” continuing 


the yearly trend. 

Mullaney noted that the 
State requires Quincy to be 
spending about $12,000 per 
student and the city actually 
spends more than $15,000 
per student. 

“Quincy really steps up 
when it comes to spending 
on its students,” he said, 

Mullaney said Quincy 
receives less state aid Chap- 


ter 70 funding than other 


districts. The state aid helps 


offset some education costs. ° 


“Tt is not very significant 
to other cities and towns our 
size,” he said. ! 

Mullaney said there 
would be no increases in 
bus, extracurricular or ath- 
letic fees in the upcoming 
year. However, the middle 
school student breakfast and 
lunch prices will increase by 
25 cents — going from $1.25 
to $1.50 and $2.75 to $3.00 
respectively. 

According to Mullaney, 
Quincy schools will be go- 
ing “green” next year, doing 
away with using Styrofoam

The male Ford driver then pulled next to the pick-up 
truck and parkéd. He then exited the Ford with his right 
hand clenched and went over to the driver’s side door of 
the truck, reached in quickly and then returned to the Fusion 
with his hand open. Both vehicles immediately exited the 
lot in separate directions. At that time it was believed that a 

drug transaction just occurred. 

The detectives split up and followed the two vehicles.

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Quincy Salutes Supreme Sacrifice On Memorial Day 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

More than 200 people, 
many. waving American 
flags, came to Mount Wol- 
laston Cemetery Monday 
under a clear blue sky as 
Quincy remembered those 
killed in service to their 
country along with their 
family members. 

The city held its annual 
Memorial Day ceremony 
at the World War II monu- 
ment inside the cemetery; a 
parade through Quincy Cen- 
ter preceded the hour-long 
observance. Some 8,000 
American: flags had been 
placed at the graves of each 
veteran interred at one of 
the city’s seven cemeteries, 
including 4,300 at Mount 
Wollaston and 2,000 at Pine 
Hill, in the days leading up 
to Memorial Day. 

Coast Guard Command- 
er Derek Smith, the execu- 
tive officer for Coast Guard 
Base Cape Cod, was the 
keynote speaker Monday. 
Smith said he was humbled 
to be in Quincy as the city 
commemorated Memorial 
Day, in part because he met 
World War II veteran Rus- 
sell Erikson, who flew 33 
missions over Germany in a 
B-24 bomber. 

“I am truly humbled to 
be here. I had the opportuni- 
ty to meet Mr. Russ Erikson, 
who flew over 30 missions 
over Europe in World War Il 
[with] three Distinguished 

Flying Crosses,” Smith said. 
“It’s pretty rarefied air to be 
able to share a day like to 
today with somebody like 
that.” 

Many consider Memorial 
Day to be the unofficial start 
of summer, Smith said, but 
the day has a deeper mean- 
ing. 

“Tt has become an oppor- 
tunity to dust off the lawn 
furniture, fire up the grill 
and enjoy some downtime, 
but we know that it’s so 
much more,’ Smith stated. 
“There is a meme traveling 
around social media and 
some of you may have read 
it. It goes, “we don’t know 
them all, but we owe them 
all.’ 

“That’s more than a clev- 
er quote. It’s a somber and 
sober truth. With over 1.3 
million wartime deaths, we 
can never pretend to know 
all of the brave men and 
women, but make no mis- 
take, we owe each of them 
more than we can ever re- 
pay. Every one of these men 
and women was someone’s 
son or daughter, brother or 
sister, husband or wife, and 
was known and was special 
to them and those folks we 
also owe a debt of gratitude 
for their sacrifice.” 

Smith then told the crowd 
about one service member 
who was killed in service 
to the country, Nathan B. 
Bruckenthal. Bruckenthal, 
a New York native and 
petty officer third class in

“The mayor has asked 
me to look at pilot programs 
for front setbacks. We’re not 
quite there yet,” Murphy 
said. 

One resident asked Mur- 
phy if public notice is given 
before trees are removed. 
Murphy said state law re- 
quires a public hearing be- 
fore a healthy tree can be 
removed. The department’s 
two arborists check trees 
before they are removed to 
see if they are healthy or in 
decline, he said; a tree can 
be in decline even if it has 
leaves growing. 

“We’re not looking for 


healthy trees to take down,” 


Murphy said. “If there is 
tree work being done, it’s 
not because someone com- 
plained or somebody didn’t 
like it.” 

Grazioso, the public 
works commissioner, said 
the city will work on 109 
streets this year, includ- 
ing sewer and water main 
repairs, road resurfacing 
and microsealing. The City 
‘Council last year approved 
Koch’s request to spend 
nearly $40 million on street 
and infrastructure repair 
over five years. 

Grazioso said the city

- grades each of its 1,100 


streets on a 1-100 scale. 
Roads that score below 20 
require a full depth recon- 
struction; those between 20 
and 40 require a grind and 
overlay. The city can’ mi- 
croseal — a process used on 
several roads last year — and 
crack seal pavement with 
higher scores to stop it from 
degrading. 

The need to replace wa- 
ter mains also determines 
which roads will be resur- 
faced, Grazioso said. There 
are 240 miles of water main 
in the city, including 95 
miles installed before 1930 
and 18.3 miles that were in- 
stalled prior to 1900. 

“A lot of the work that’s 
being done for paving is 
driven by water main work,” 
Grazioso said. “Those water 
mains go back to the I800s. 
We have to address those 
because we have fire flow 
issues.”
